Respon.^ibility  for  Priorities 


In  a  Surplus  Marketing  Adp.ini  strati  on  memorandijiTi  dated  February  6,  19U2, 
the  responsibility  for  leadership  and  coordination  in  the  field  of  priori- 
ties y/as  assigned  to  Mr.  Leon  0.  V/olcott.    This  job,  effective  today,  is 
assumed  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Wyckoff.    Accordingly,  this  is  an  opportunity  to  re- 
define responsibility,    Mr.  V/olcott  has  been  detailed  to  the  Office  for 
A.gr icultural  Vvar  Relations.  . 

Mr.  Wyckoff  is  assigned  the  responsibility  for  the  general  coordination 
and  leadership  covering  the  entire  field  of  priorities.    All  branches  shall 
keep  in  close  touch  with  Mr.  Wyckoff  and  rely  upon  him  for  direction, 
guidance,  rex'lew,  cipproval,  and  policy  determination  on  priorities.  He, 
in  turn,  is  exoected  to  keep  the  branches  fully  informed  of  developments 
resulting  fron  his  over-all  knowledge  of  priority  problers  s.nd  shall  keep' 
in  contact  Vvrith  the  other  offices,  agencies,  and  departnents •    He  will  act 
as  liaison  agent  with  the  Office  for  Agricultural  War  Relations,  and  vvill 
work  through  that  office  with  the  U'ar  Production  Board  and  other  war 
agencies.    He  will  represent  this  Administration  in  all  interbure.au  and 
inter departm.ental  negotiations  and  conferences  in  the  field  of  priorities. 

Priority  prOble^^s  are  becom.ing  more  and  more  critical  as  additional  shortages 
develop.    Adjustments  which  affect  many  of  our  activities  v^;ill  have  to  be 
made,  and  it  is  imperative  that  we  all  pull  in  the  same  direction.  Contain- 
ers, plant  facilities  for  egg  and  milk  drying  and  dehydration,  mechanical 
equipment  of  various  types,  materials  generally  -  these  and  other  matters 
of  increasing  iiTporbance  directly  affecting  our  operations  deserve  a  good 
deal  of  attention  and  m.ust  conform  to  national  priorities  policy.  They 
are  vital  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  our  war  effort  and  we  must  be 
equipped  to  handle  them  with  the  greatest  dispatch  and  efficiency.

Designation  of  Representatives  for  the  Caribbean  Progr.am 

Nr.  Vialtcr  Van  Bokkelen  and  Mr,  Edward  Brown  are  hereby  designated 
to  act  as  representatives  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration 
in  procuring,  storing,  and  distributing  agricultural  commodities  and 
supplies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  civilian  population  of  the  islands 
in  the  Caribbean  area.    They  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  the  procurement,  transportation,  storage  and  protection 
of  such  agricultural  commodities  and  supplies,  and  to  dispose  of  them. 
by  sale,  consigamant,  food  stamp  plan,  school  lunch,  direct  distribu- 
tion, or  other  means.    Mr.  Brown  will  be  located  at  San  Juan,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  handle  the  needs  of  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  and 
the  Leeward  Islands.    Mr.  Van  Bokkelen  will  be  located  at  Santiago, 
-  Cuba,- and. lisjidla -the  needs  of  Cuba^  Santo  Dom.ingp,  .  Jamaica  and  Haiti, 

In  carrying  out  these  duties,  Mr,  Van  Bokkelen  and  Nr.  Brown  will 
exercise  such  authority  and  perform  such  functions  as  are  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  program,  subject  to  the  Departmental 
Regulations  and  such  policies  and  directions  as  may  from,  tii^ie  to  time 
be  prescribed  by  the  Administrator  or  by  direction  of  the  Administrator 
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
